Presentation of federal updates.

Congressman Mark Amodei provided a federal legislative update to the Board
that included information about various appropriation bills. He stated the House’s Interior
Appropriations Bill contained full funding for the Payment in Lieu of Taxes (PILT) program. He
believed it should not affect the County’s budget.

Congressman Amodei mentioned a public lands bill, which was schedulef:i "0 be
approved, that would transfer small U.S. Forest Service parcels to private ownershlp/thr’@ g’ﬁ
transparent public sales process. He mentioned the parcels west of the Carson Range %ﬁuld be
included. He spoke of the Nevada Native Nations Land Act which would transfemBureau of
Land Management (BLM) land to the Pyramid Lake Tribe and briefly dlscu/sse& the impact of
the Burning Man event to western Nevada. & “”f/

Commissioner Hartung stated the County had workede:}th Seﬁ/ator Dean Heller’s
office with regards to the dlsposal of BLM lands; such as parcels, in fhe Ea t Truckee Canyon to
private industry for economic development, and he hoped._ for asswt’ance with that action. He
applauded Congressman Amodei’s efforts in regards to his W()/ﬁk#imth ‘Sage Grouse.

Congressman Amodei stated some gf ‘the lgnd in the East Truckee Canyon
identified for disposal to private industry or entmes belonged to the Bureau of Reclamation. He
mentioned a recently introduced bill would freem}p sitidller parcels of land of 160 acres or less
through a transparent administrative process. H’é said the process had to be completed in no more
than 18 months to exercise traditional planmg@nd zoning jurisdiction without having to pass a
Federal Lands Act. He believed it was 1mp )ﬁant for the County to have control over adjacent
lands held by the federal govemmgnt B

Congressman Amodei /ép/oke about the Clean Water Act in regards to “waters of
the U.S.” and the Highway Ti'usi Fund. He felt the gas tax at the federal level should be indexed
at existing rates which wouid ﬁmd the Highway Trust Fund for 10 years. He stated the expansion
of surface transportétloﬁ cquﬁled commercial activity which increased the tax base and tax flow
that funded the g&v,ernmerft He discussed Interstate 11, a proposed Interstate Highway, which
when completed Woﬂ&enhance travel and commerce through Nevada. He said the completion of
Interstate 11 y@u}& mqulre lands in and around Yucca Mountain to be transferred.

\\’{/ Commissioner Jung noted there had been a movement in northern Nevada in
con_]unc/ tion with the Reno-Sparks Indian Colony to create a Native Nations College and asked
for funding assistance. She also asked Congressman Amodei what was being done at the federal
level in regards to the drought. She encouraged Congressman Amodei to look at the Drug
Enforcement Agency’s (DEA) heavy-handedness towards marijuana laws.

Congressman Amodei said he was pleased with the working relationship with the
Reno-Sparks Indian Colony. He stated he was working with the Desert Research Institute (DRI)

to use drones as a way to gather better data on our climate. He spoke about the importance of the
State’s jurisdiction over ground water and water meters. In the absence of new water sources, he
believed management of water sources was important. He mentioned communities in southern
Nevada raised rates on water usage and saved water through conservation programs.

Congressman Amodei described his experience with his follow Congressmen in
regards to their opinion on drugs and controlled substances. He stated he would provide County
staff with testimony from the former head of the DEA in regards to controlled substance%, which
included DEA statistics related the increase in property damage, personal injury /g,nd death

among the younger demographic of drug users. P ;f s 7

#, Co“frﬁm1ssmner Lucey announced he and County staff recently attended the Center
for Court%@watlon conference in New York. The conference addressed the integration of social
16 the justice system, which created a community court. Under the program, the
majéi?s of the smaller level misdemeanor crimes had been commuted into community-based
sentené‘és New York had great success with this program and it experienced financial savings.
He mentioned the success of the County’s Crossroads program and applauded the level of
efficiency within the County’s departments. He noted the County should continue to look at
integrating other proven programs into its own.

Commissioner Jung suggested a future agenda item dealing with the dangers
Social Services employees could face when dealing with irate citizens. She recognized a former
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County employee who received national attention for a book he had written about the Basque
Country. She noted October 16th was National Feral Cat Day and there would be an event held
in conjunction with the Nevada Humane Society. She mentioned she would be attending the
following functions in the month of August: Western Nevada Development District’s monthly
meeting, the County Family Picnic, an event at the Sun Valley Community Center, the Reno-
Tahoe Senior Games at the Evelyn Mount Northeast Community Center, and the Reno Gay Pride
Festival at Wingfield Park.

15- 0,7()8 g y ‘GENDA ITEM 7 Department presentation by Michael Clark, Washoe County
g % “ez¥ Assessor. Assessor. (All Commission Districts.)

\”/ Michael Clark, Washoe County Assessor, stated the Assessor’s Office was tasked

with discovering, mapping, and valuing property throughout the County. Their duties included
checking public records, surveying and measuring properties, capturing pictometry images
(aerial views) of the County and managing a list of properties. He mentioned staffing was down
25 people from its height during the County’s economic boom. His main concern for the
department was attrition. He stated 40 percent of staff and 80 percent of management staff were
scheduled to retire in the next five years. The pending loss of current staff would result in the
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loss of institutional knowledge. He remarked on the importance of succession planning. He said
he was proud of his staff and introduced Joshua Wilson, Chief Deputy Assessor, to conduct the
presentation. A copy of the presentation was placed on file with the Clerk.

Joshua Wilson, Chief Deputy Assessor, spoke on the Assessor’s Office strategic
planning which included their mission and vision. He noted the most essential role of the Office
was to provide funding to the County and said the office was customer service focused. The
presentation highlighted the following topics: Purpose of Assessor’s Office, Assessor’s, Office
Overview, Accomplishments for Fiscal Year (FY) 2014-15, New Single Family Resﬁ&nces
Trends, FY 2015-16 Goals, and Emerging Issues and Concerns. During the New Sméle‘ B;armly
Residences presentation, Mr. Wilson went through a median sales price graph whlah éa§played
the fluctuation in median sales prices from 2002 through 2015. While he dlscus’séﬁ/’t})e Office’s
concerns, he pointed out an anticipated 15 percent staff turnover during FY 205“1 5%

Commissioner Hartung discussed the differences he gaa‘(y fn the previous real
estate market, when prices were driven up by buyers outside the areauand e current one, which
he believed was driven by local buyers and sellers trying to cap;;a’h%e tix; the housing demand.
Mr. Wilson said there were a lot of variables but he behgved tha\demand was not based on
individuals flipping homes for profit. He saw a real housmg &eﬁmnd?/bemg created and did not
expect an eventual overcorrection of the real estate mg,rket 5y

Commissioner Lucey felt the presentatloﬁ swas a welcomed addition to the Board
meeting. He stated the Assessor’s Office was? not “¢omprised of just tax collectors; it also
provided a significant amount of data. He exp;es’sed “doncern that the County’s funding, based on
the property tax assessments, had been ﬁxadzatw percent cap even though property values were
increasing at a higher rate. He l;gl;evé there were errors in the numbers and asked the
Assessor’s Office to work with th¢ BQEZ’{L i correctlng them. He stressed the importance for the
County to have that revenue and ﬁmé\n})éource available.

Mr. Wilson had got characterized the tax cap as an error. He stated the tax cap had
been put in place to prov;ek: a 1&(9& of predictability for tax payers and to avoid issues like the
one faced by Inclme ag% tééidents. He believed the existing property tax cap could be
changed to bettef" scf'V@ the County, but suggested the Board review the 2005-2009 revenue
trends when revex{ue ggthh was near 10 percent. He said if housing starts were around 3,000 to
5,000 homes pe, Yéa:xf’ revenue would not be locked in at 3 percent.

Legislature created a problem with the property tax cap by placing a ceiling for taxation but not a
basement. She stated County-wide succession planning was critical. She praised Mr. Clark for
making his election opponent his Chief Deputy.

Mr. Clark reiterated the importance of succession and mentioned how staffing had
paralleled housing starts. He invited the Commissioners to tour the Assessor’s Office. He added
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his office planned to keep up with technology, and he wanted to keep the transition within the
department smooth by putting Mr. Wilson in the number two position.
